COMANCHE TO HAVE 
POTATO CURING PLANT 
CUNNINGHAM REUNION HAD 
ANNUAL MEET THIS WEEK 
POTATO RAISERS, MELON 
GROWERS, HOG SHIPPERS 


At the meeting of the 
potato j 
raisers Saturday they decided to 
get a curing plant established in ' 
Comanche. 
I 
For some time Messrs. Eaton, 
Harris, Janes and others have been 
working on the proposition and 
now they have a party who is will­ 
ing to establish the plant. 
Uncured potatoes are already a 
dreg in the market. They rot so 
readily that merchants and whole­ 
salers cannot handle them. In fact 
merchants have found that they 
could afford to buy cured potatoes 
at an advanced price and sell in 
competition with the local wagons 
better than they could buy the lo­ 
cal crop on account of the loss by 
rotting. 
So far as we know the only man 
in the county who cures his pota­ 
toes is Mr. Garrett at Beattie who 
has built him a curing plant and 
expects to enlarge it. 
With a plant in Comanche where 
the growers can drive up and un­ 
load all the potatoes he can sell, 
potato growing will become one 
of the profitable crops of this sec­ 
tion. 
The idea of the curing plant is 
simply this: 
The potato must be cured after 
it is dug—that is acertain amount 
of evaporation must 
take place. 
The old accustomed way of drying 
them in the sun aud stacking them 
in hills permitted rot to grow on 
the potatoes very readily and the 
sudden changes of the temperature 
added to the spread. 
In the euring plant the potatoes 
are piled up and kept in a nearly 
air tight house, w here the temper­ 
ature is kept uniform for a certain 
length of tiime until the potato is 
thoroughly cured. They then will 
keep for au indefinite length of 
time and they are guaranteed to 
the wholesaler who in turn guaram 
tees them to the retailer and they 
come to the consumer 
in 
good 
shape. 
The potato plant is a 
surety; 
this means market for potatoes

Wasps W ith the Ability to Eat Thalr 
W ay T hrough Steel Plato». 
The voracious uml destructive hubitB 
of tLie White ni.is of the tropics are 
widely known. 
.Metal is almost the 
only s u b s u m e that they are unable to 
lestroy. There is an insect, however - 
and it is not necessary to go to the 
tropics 
to 
tind 
it that 
can 
hore 
through metal as easily us the white 
ant can bote through wood. 
Any one can hear this Insect buzzing 
in the pine woods in midsummer or 
perhaps see the flash of its yellow 
wings. 
Si rex gigas is Its .formidable 
scientific name, but we know it simply 
as the horn tailed wa^p. 
This wasp 
Imres into the tree in various places 
with Its long tail aud in each hole 
leaves an egg. 
The ensuing larvae, a white, six 
legged 
grub, 
fitted 
with 
powerful 
jaws, takes up the work of boring into 
the wood and as it advances c lo se s the 
passage behind it with sawdust. 
If 
uninterrupted tlie larvae continues bor­ 
ing deeper and deeper into the tree, 
and since it Is. of course, growing all 
the time. It makes a larger and larger 
passage. 
After about two years it makes its 
cocoon of silk in the burrow. 
Then, 
after the pupal skin is cast off, the 
winged insect breaks through its co­ 
coon. 
Immediately, 
wtth 
feverish 
haste, it begins boring toward liberty. 
Finally it reaches the bark of the tree 
and then the open air. 
It is often the case that during the 
larval period the tree In which the 
horn tailed wasp is burrowing may be 
felled, sawed Into planks and used in 
building operations. 
Sometimes for 
some particular purpose the timber 
may be incased in a metal sheathing 
That does not disturb the wasp at all 
When Its time comes it applies itself 
with energy to its task and soon bores 
a hole through which it cun escape 
Holes made by these insects have 
been found in tin roofs, and In the 
mint at Vienna was a safe the half 
inch steel plates of which the wasps 
had perforated. 
Some extraordinary 
cases of their activity were brought to 
the notice of the Academy of Sciences 
in Paris. 
A barrel of cartridges that had been 
stored away for some time showed the 
ravages of the wasps in their search 
for light und freedom. 
The insects 
had not only eaten their way through 
the wooden barrel, but through the 
cartridges and leaden bullets as well 
Other boxes of cartridges, dating 
from the Crimean war. were shown 
completely riddled by wasp borings, an 
excellent Illustration of the tremen­ 
dous strength and the determination 
to accomplish their purpose that these 
fragile insects possess. — Washington 
Star. 


Also H o w to Shut T hem to Keep Out 
S oapy Water. 
It is a comm on thing to screw one’s 
eyes up as tightly as possible when 
shlu'g. in order that the soap shall 
! 
t Into o n e s eyes. 
Many of us 
en . iiilx i*, espeelally v\ hen children are 
ote i ruc.l, how much a strong soap 
siiuu t - when the suds steal under the 
yclids. 
W e should never get soap In our eyes 
if we closed them naturally, as in sleep. 
The eyelid is an absolute protection. 
Certainly no soapsuds can [tenetrate 
the membrane, and equally certainly 
the way iu which the eyelashes cover 
the actual joint make it Impervious. 
The eye, when closed in sleep, is light 
proof, a much greater test of being 
shut than the ability to shed soapy 
wuter. 
On the other hand, when we screw 
up our eyes tightly, which is done by 
contracting the muscles of the eyebrow 
and the upper cheek, a number of 
creases are formed down which the 
soapsuds trickle, and the eye, which 
seems so tightly shut, is really more 
open to annoyance. The more tightly 
the eye is hold, however, the more does 
the lower lid force up the protecting 
eyelashes of the upper lid and thus 
prevent the watershed that the natu­ 
rally closed eye makes. 
Iu modern city life, where there Is so 
much dust, the eye should be washed 
every day. The trick of opening one’s 
eyes under water, which every good 
swimmer knows, can he easily done in 
an eyeglass, or. for that matter, in an 
ordinary basin. To put the face down 
in clear cold water and open and shut 
the eyes once or twice not only will 
give a feeling of freshness, but for 
those who us.* their eyes a great deal 
It will be found u great preventer of 
eye strain. 
In washing out the eye, however, it 
is necessary to be careful. Soapy wn- 
ter should never be used, as in most 
soaps there are chemicals of a drying 
and alkaline character, which are ex 
Massively Injurious to the eye.—Wash 
iugtoa Post.
